Makes Arguments to Voters. 

Throughout the day Mr. Taft hammered 
away on the necessity for the voters of the 
country to understand that a democratic 
tariff revision meant a destruction of the 
market and prices:of the product of the 
farm; that republican revision meant a con- 
tinuation of present prices and prosperity. 

He told the Missourians about the Bryan 
proposition with respect to the trusts—that 
the Nebraskan would destroy them by put- 
ting trust made articles on the free list and 
by making a law prohibiting a trust from” 
manufacturiig or controlling more than 
80 percent of any article. While such a 
law, Mr. Taft believed, would be difficult to 
enact,.he predicted that its enforcement 
would be most disastrous. 

At South St. Joseph, Mo., Mr. Taft was led 
into giving his definition of a democrat, be- 
cause of the introduction he received to a 
large gathering of stockyards employés by 
John Donovan, president of the stock ex- 
change at that place. Mr. Donovan paid the 
cendidate this tribute:
